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DECLARATION 


OF HIS 


HIGHNES COUNCILL

For the Government thereof: 
Concerning His Highnes Ordinance of the 8. of Auguſt, 16 54. 


s Highnelle being thꝛoughly ſenſible, that 
whatever Union of Nations is made where 
1 11 (TR thetrue Religion is not the foundation there⸗ 
2 ok, it will pꝛove tottering and unſtable ; Path 
n dcherekoꝛc expꝛeſſeip commanded his Council 
here to endeavour the pꝛomoting the Pꝛeaching of the Go- 
ſpel, and the power of true Religion and Holuneſle ; And 
to take care, That the uſuall Maintenance here be received 
and enjoyed by ſuch Miniſters as are of a holy and un⸗ 
blameable converſation, diſpoſed to live peaceably under 
the pzeſent Government, and who foz the Grace of God in 
o_ » and foꝛ their knowledge and ufterance, are able and 
t to pꝛtach the Goſpel, and ſhall be app20bed, accozding to 
an Oꝛdinanceè of his Highneſs of the eight of Auguſt, 1654. 
entituled, An Ordinance for the better ſupport of the Univyerſities in 
Scotland, and encouraging of Publick Preachers there; AW-Which 
laytng a double duty upon the ſaid Council, to pꝛomate the 
true Religionan ſoundnes of Faith,and holtues of Conver- 
ſauion, They ſhal, though the affiſtance of the Laan, cheer⸗ 
fully and induſtriouſly endeavoꝛ the ſwne: but fipding that 
the leid Oudinante eighth ot auguſt, by reaſon of the 
not aceing of moſt of thoſe perſaus mentiqued therein, hath 
not been put in effectual execution, whereby the gaod inten⸗ 
ded by his Highnes to this ation hath not been derived to 
them; they have thought fit to Declare, That as they ſhall 
give all juſt counte » — to the * 
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who ſhall certiſte accoꝛding to the ſatd Oꝛdinance, and to 
the perſons ſo certifiedof ; ſo it they (hall not pꝛoceed there⸗ 
in, but continue to delay the execution thereof, The fa'b 
Councill will eſteem themſelves obliged ( by tyes not to be 
diſpenſed withall) topzomote and ſer fozward ſo good and 
neceſſary a M oꝛk, in ſuch ways as (hall ſeem beſt to them to 
carry it on, both in diſcharge of their duties unto God, and 
obedience to his Highnefle ; And that all thoſe who are no⸗ 
minated and concerned therein, may yet have a competent 
gn to conſider how the ſaid Oꝛdinante may be moſt effe- 
ttually purſuedin this Puncture of Affatrs, and in oꝛder to 
- thoſe good Ends, which therin are pꝛopoled, the ſaid Coun- 
cil have fixed upon the firſt of December next, as the time be⸗ 
foꝛe which they deſire thoſe afoze-mentionedin the ſaid Oꝛ⸗ 
dinance, would pꝛoceed thereupon when occaſion is offered: 
And whereas there may be diverſe places where ſome per⸗ 
ſons may have a freedom and Wwillingneſle to act upon the 
ſaid Oꝛdinance, and yet cannot actually expꝛeſs the ſame by 
reaſon no perſons in their P2ovince within that time may 
ſtand in need ok, oꝛ demand ſuch Certificates ; It is there- 
foꝛe deſired in ſuch caſes, that by the day above⸗pecified, All 
ſuch perſons would declare their readines to act when the 
oppoꝛtunity ſhalbe pꝛeſented, whereby if a defect ſhould ap⸗ 
pear foꝛ want ofperſons to act, the ſaid Councill may ſpee- 
dily take care to ſupply it with other fit perſons who ſhal be 
willing to carry on that deſired Woꝛk: And becauſe the laid 
Oꝛdinance of the eighth of Auguſt, 16 54. hath not pet been 
Pꝛinted, and containing in it ſome other things relating to 
the better ſuppoꝛt of the Univerſities, andencouragement 
of Publick Pꝛeachers in Scotland, The Councill conceiving 
it not fit to ſever the parts of the ſaid D:dinance in the pub⸗ 
lication thereof, Have appointed the whole Oꝛdinance to be 
Painted herewith, Given at Edinburgh the ſeventeenth day 
SCORober, 166.

of O1d-Aberdeen, and of all other Lands, Tene⸗ 
ments, Houſes, with the Appurtenances foꝛmerly 
belonging to the ſaid late Biſhopꝛick of Aberdeen, 
the Few-Farins, Few⸗Duties, Kains, Cuſtoms, 
Caſnalties, Teins, Parſonage and Uicarage, 
Tend⸗Duties, and all other Duties of the Lands, 
Churches and Pariſhes aſo:cfaid ; together with 
other Duties of the Church of Maucher and Nicho- 
las, and of all other Kirks and Pariſhes which foꝛ⸗ 
merly belonged to the ſaid Biſhopꝛick; together,

Reſignations, enter the Few-holders , Tenants, 
and all others, fozmerly called Uaſſals, of the ſaid 
Biſhopꝛick Lands, and other the Pꝛemiſes, by 
Charters of Reſignation, Confirmation oz other- 
wile to compound, tranſact and agree about the 
Fines and Compoſitions due foꝛ the ſame, and to 
receive and take up the ſame , And to do all and 
every other act and thing therein that any Supe⸗ 
rioꝛ 02 Over⸗Loꝛd in Scotland may do to their Few- 
Holders, Tenants, and all others commonly called 
Uaſſals, accoꝛding to Law in ſuch Caſes: And in 
reſpect of the Pncompetency of the Maintenance 
of the Maſters, Pꝛokeſſors, and other the Mem- 
bers of the ſaid Univerſity , and eſpecially of the 
ſaid Colledge of New-Aberdeen, Be it Oꝛdained by 
the Authouty afozeſaid , That the ſum of two 
hundzed- Marks Sterling by the year , out of the 
firſt and readieſt ofthe Cuſtomes of Aberdeen, ſhall 
be from hencefozth paid unto the Pꝛincipals, Pꝛo⸗ 
feſſoꝛs, and other the Members of the ſaid Univer⸗ 
ſity, and their Succeſſozs foꝛ ever, oꝛ to ſuchperſon 
and perſons as they ſhall from time to time appoint 
to be paid Quarteriy by even and equall poꝛtions to 
be imploped foꝛ the Augmentation of the pꝛo vili⸗ 
ois and maintenance of the Pꝛincipals, Pꝛokeſſoꝛs, 
Regents, and Remanent Members of the ſaid 


Univerſity of Aberdeen, in manner . 
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is to ſay ) two parts thereof to the ſaid Colledge of 
New-Aberdeen, and the other third part to the Col- 
edge of Old- Aberdeen; And that the Collectoꝛs and 
Receivers of the ſaid Cuſtoms foz the time being, 
{hall pay the ſame accoꝛdingly: Pꝛovided always, 
That the Pꝛincipals of either of the ſatd Colledges 
(hail have twice as much added to their Pꝛoviſions 
out of theſaid Augmentation oꝛ yearly ſum, as is 
anded to the P2oviſion of other Pꝛokeſſors and 
Members of the reſpective Colledges; The firſt 
Payment to be made at oz on the firſt day of 
December next, and ſo from thencefozth Muarter- 
ly. And foz the better Pꝛopagation of the Goſpel 
and Advancement of Godlinels in Scotland, Be it 
£D:dained by the Authoz:ity afozelaid, That the 
Commiſſioners foꝛ Uiſiting the Univerſities, Col- 
ledges and Schools of Learning in Scotland , dg 
take cſpectall care, That none but Godly and 
Able men be Authoꝛtzed by them to enjoy the Lt- 
vings appointed foꝛ the Miniſtry in Scotland; And 
to that end, That reſpect be had to the Choice of 
the mote ſober and Godly part of the People, al- 
though the ſame chould not pꝛove to be the greater 
part; And that no Perſon ſhall be by them Au⸗ 
thoztzed, oꝛ admitted into any luch Living oz Be- 
nefice, but ſuch as ſhall be firſt Certified by the 
perſons hereafter named foz the reſpective Pꝛo⸗ 
vinces hereafter mentioned, 02 any Four oz moꝛe 
of them, whereof two to be Miniſters, to be a 
perſon of a holy and unblameable Converſation, 
diſpoſed to live peaceably under the preſent Go- 
vernment, And who fo2 the Grace of GOD

as diſcountenance the Power of Godlineſſe, and 
are indulgent to ſuch as are Scandalous oz Pꝛo⸗
